The House Committee on Pacific 


Railroads, which has been considering 
propositions to secure to the Govern- 
ment the payment of moneys which it 
advanced, or for which it is responsi- 
ble, to build those roads, submitted a 
majority and a minority report on a 
bill to provide for the payment of the 
indebtedness of the subsidized roads 
to the Government. The provisions of 
the bill have been published in the 
JOUBI.AL, with a synopsis of the major- 
ity report recommending its passage. 


Now Representative Harris of Kan- 


sas, a member of the committee, has 
submitted a supplemental statement 
to the minority report. In this state- 
ment he says he fully concurs in the 
views of the minority, except so ^ar as 
the opinion is expressed that the Gov- 
ernment should, in the event of a f< re- 
closure, proceed to sell or transfer the 
property acquired to some other cor- 
poration or company. 


In the case of the Pacific railways, 


the object of the original act -was 
stated to be " to promote the public 
Interests and welfare." Congressman 
Harris contends that subsidies of 
lands and moneys were placed in the 
hands of tho railroad companies as 
trustees for the accomplishment of 
that object. Their breach of faith is 
unparalleled and undenied, and their 
sole excuse is that they did only that 
•which other eonvariieg did, and fol- 
lowed the custom of railroad builders 
and managers. 


Congressman Harris contends that 


foreclosure of the Government lien 
should at once follow default in pay' 
ment, in that n complete transconti- 
nental line should be acqiiiicd by the 
only competent and legitimate power— 
the people—through their Government. 
He thinks that through the influence 
of this action probably no further 
changes in tho transportation sjfetem 
of the country will be necessary. 


Are the people of Nevada in favor of ] 


the action advised by Representative 
Harris ? What does the press of the 
State think oC the proposition ? A few 
newspaper?, the JOURNAL among the 
few, have expressed the opinion that if 
the Government his to furnish money 
to build railroads and to pay United 
States Marshals and United States 
troops to run them, it ought to own 
them and give the people the benefit of 
the lowest transportation rates con- 
sistent with good service. 


State Conventions of political par- 


ties are to be held within a few weeks. 
These conventions, 
doubtless, will 


adopt platforms. If they are repre- 
sentative bodies, they will express the 
sentiments of the people on this 
important question. That the dele- 
gates may act advisedly, the matter 
should 
be 
thoroughly 
discussed 


through the press and otherwise until 
the conventions are held. As the Re- 
publicans will be first in the field, the 
Rapubhcan press should give the sub- 
ject immediate attention.

Recently Judge Morrow of the United 


States District Court of Northern Cali- 
fornia issued a subpena to the Manager 
of tho Postal Telegraph Company in 
San Francisco requiring him to pro- 
duce before the Federal Grand Jury all 
tb.3 telegrams from li. V. Debs at San 
Francisco, Sacramento, San Jose, Los 
Angelos, Fresno, Lathrop, Red Bluff 
and Dunsmuir during the recent rail- 
road troubles and all telegrams sent to 
Deba from those places. 


Tho Telegraph Company moved in 


court to quash the subpena on several 
grounds. 
Among these grounds are 


that the court did not have authority 
to make such an order; that the Penal 
Code of California prohibited the com- 
pany from complying with it; that the 
order is indefinite in that it gives no 
dates and frequently no destination 
nor address, and, therefore, the com- 
pany does not know what telegrams are 
wanted. 


The dispatches do not state whether 


the motion was denied "or granted, 
but it does se~m that the telegraph 
should be as sacred as the mails. Dur- 
ing the blockade there was no other 
means of communication than the tele- 
graph between various parts of the 
country. Correspondence was carried 
on wholly by wire, and if the courts 
have the power to compel the telegraph 
companies to produce the dispatches 
sent, to be consistent they should have 
authority to compel postmasters to pro- 
duce all the letters sent to or by Debs 
or anybody else through the mails.

LONDON, Aug. 1.—The Earl of Kim- 


berly upon receiving from an Envoy of 
Tokio, a Government official, the noti- 
fication that Japan had formally de- 
clared war against China, declared 
that Great Britian would remain neu- 
tral in the matter, although the British 
Government would immediately take 
steps as a safeguard for British inter- 
ests in the far east. Concerning the 
sinking of the transport Kow Shing, 
flying a British flag, the Envoy was in- 
formed that Great Britain awaits the 
statement of the English Captain of 
that steamer before replying to the 
Apology offered by Japan. 


Minors at Nevada City Strike

cause the management attempted to 
reduce their wages from two dollars 
and fifty cents to two dollars per day. 
The mules hauling the cars under- 
ground were brought to the surface 
and the machinery stopped. 


Tbe wages in the county for gravel 


miners has long been $2 50 and for 
quartz miners $3. Repeated efforts 
have been made by operators to reduce 
wages, but in every instance have been 
unsuccessful, despite the fact that the 
miners have no union.

The change in the direc- 
tion of the flarneg caught several 
engine companieb unprepared, and the 
men were compelled to run for their 
lives. Two flie boat men were badly 
burned while fighting tho fire. The 
following additional casualties oc- 
curred: Otto Bafier, fell from a lumber 
pile, back broken, will die; an unknown 
man was struck on the head by a flying 
cap from a fire engine, knocked into 
the river and drowned.
